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ENGINEERING PLAYS A LARGE PART IN THE 
INDUSTRY OF THE EASTERN REGION

T WOULD be quite impossible in an article of this length to 
Leive a detailed picture of the engineering industry as a whole in 

the Eastern Region. There is no uniformity of size, no 
standardization of product, little concentration of the industry in 
any one area, The labour forces range from thousands at a ball- 
bearing factory to the village smith employing one man turning out 
the odd agricultural implement. The products range in size from 
the world’s largest walking dragline, weighing 1,650 tons, to the 
precision engineered synthetic sapphire jewels put into chrono- 
meters, whic’. v. sh a minute fraction of an ounce. 

As for the location of the industry, it is, as expected, to be found 
in the larger manufacturing towns like Luton, Norwich, Ipswich 
and Chelmsford, but on the other hand there are few villages i in the 
Eastern Region where the visitor will not see the words “ Agricultural 
Engineer ” emblazoned on at least one building. Perhaps strangest 
of all is East Dereham, right in the heart of agricultural Norfolk, 
where some of the world’s largest trailers are made, as well as 
fretwork equipment, furniture and clocks, or the even more remote 
town of Leiston in Suffolk, where sickles were made as far back as 
1778 by an engineer named Richard Garrett, and where to-day the 
Richard Garrett Engineering Works Ltd., in spacious modern 


surroundings, is manufacturing mechanical stokers for overseas 
railway engines, and a wide variety of other equipment such as 
shaping machines and peat harvesters, a considerable percentage of 
which is exported. 

While quite a few of the engineering firms are more than 100 years 
old, the majority of the more widely known ones were established 
between 30 and 100 years ago. 

Inevitably, then, with such a diversity of circumstances, only g 
few examples of post-war development can be given, but these all 
help to illustrate the advance in recent years in British engineering 
skill. 

At Boulton & Paul Ltd., Norwich, a firm founded in 1797, a 
plant of completely unique design was installed last year for the 
automatic fabrication of steel structures, and which has given the 
firm a potential increase in productivity of 50 per cent. The plant 
was designed by the firm’s own engineers and it completely dispenses 
with template-making, marking-off and the lifting of heavy steel 
bars between the cutting and assembly stages. 

At the small county town of Hertford, a jig and fixture system 
has been devised by Wharton & Wilcocks Ltd., which has the effect 
of saving a great deal of time (often weeks) in the manufacture of 
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permanent jigs before the prototype stage is finally arrived at. 
Unlike permanent jigs, parts can be adjusted indefinitely and to any 
angle. ‘The new system is also of value for small production runs, 
where the construction of a permanent jig would be uneconomical. 

Among organizations making use of the firm’s jig system are Bristol 
Aeroplane Co. Ltd., De Havilland Propellers Ltd., English Electric 
Co., and Hawker Aircraft Ltd. Many United States firms are also 
making use of the system, among them Boeing Aircraft Corporation, 
Sikorsky Aircraft and the Ford Motor Company. 

Food production in many Eastern countries is being increased as a 
result of the introduction of irrigation schemes, and for many of these, 
sluice gates have been provided by Ransomes & Rapier Ltd., Ipswich.

Engineering for Agriculture 


Agriculture has been the trunk from which has branched a number 
of important industries (particularly agricultural engineering and 
canning). An important illustration is to be found in connection with 
sugar beet, to-day the most widely grown crop in East Anglia. The 
sugar beet industry was introduced into this country on a commercial

scale about 1925, and the crop grown and the amount of sugar 
produced has increased progressively over the years, and particularly 
so since the war. Much of the original plant in the 18 factories 
controlled by the British Sugar Corporation (eight of whose factories 
are in the Eastern Region) originally came from Germany. During 
the war essential repairs had to be carried out by British firms and, 
for example, Cocksedge & Co. Ltd., an Ipswich firm of engineers, 
were able to use the information gained to lead them to the design and 
manufacture of certain sections of the plant required by the industry. 

To keep abreast of up-to-date world practice in beet sugar factories, 
the firm studied methods used in Sweden and in America, and the 
result has been, in addition to making modern plant available to the 
British Sugar Corporation, the building up of an export trade of some 
of the machines concerned to Sweden, France, Belgium, Holland and 
Eire.

a method known as aqueous suspension is employed which provides 
automatic separation. 

To meet the demand for their products, both from home and 
overseas buyers, the firm, which hitherto specialized in the production 
of sugar beet harvesters, is now in process of building a new factory. 

Also in the field of agricultural engineering should be mentioned the 
growth of rotavation—a system of cultivation developed by Rotary 
Hoes Ltd., East Horndon, Essex. From an annual production of 
under 2,000 machines, and with a labour force of approximately 400

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which can be fitted to any tractor and which can carry out light soil 
cultivation at the rate of 24 acres an hour. At its new factory at 
Basildon, Essex, the firm is now manufacturing a new type of tractor 
(the Platypus) which has been designed for work in row crops such 
a8 sugar cane, coffee, vines, hops and raspberries. 

A particularly interesting engineering achievement during 1953 has 
been the installation by the Vere Engineering Co. Ltd., at their works 
at Marks Tey, near Colchester, of the first press, in the world for the 
mass production of high quality board by a continuous process from 
waste wood. ‘The press has an output of between twenty-five million 
and thirty-five million square feet a year, depending on the thickness, 
and, also depending on the thickness, can produce board at between 
4d. and 9d. a square foot. 

Laurence, Scott & Electromotors Ltd., Norwich, have long been 
prominent in the field of electrical engineering. One of their 
outstanding developments has been the variable speed drive electric 
motors, for which there has been a rapidly increasing demand from 
all types of industries and public services. 

The firm has manufactured motors ranging in size from 1 h.p. to 
1,000 h.p., which are capable of being regulated to infinitely variable 
speeds, Another development by the firm has been the A.C. motor 
for use in tankers, which has meant cheaper installation and simpler 
wiring of the vessels. 


Motor Vehicles 


While mass production methods are not nearly as widespread in the 
Eastern Region as in the more highly industrialized areas, this is by 
no means the whole picture, and in those factories where modern mass 
production methods can be applied, productivity compares favourably 
with that of any other factory in the same industry in any other part 
of the country. In the motor industry, for example, the impressive 
output and export figures which are provided by Vauxhall Motors 
Ltd., Luton, bear tribute to the firm’s modern method approach to 
production. In 1939 the firm were producing 60,000 vehicles a year, 
while by the second half of 1953 output was at the rate of 120,000 a 
year. ‘The number of employees had, in that time, risen from 11,500 
to 13,500. Exports in 1939 were 15,000 vehicles valued at 


approximately £3,500,000, while at the end of last year the firm 
had exported approximately 70,000 vehicles at a value of approximately 


£30 million. 

‘To a large extent this increase in output has been achieved by the 
application of a five-year plan of expansion and modernization, which 
the firm originally estimated would cost about £11 million. Other 
factors which have contributed very largely to the increase in produc- 
tivity have been the substitution of special machines for general 
machines, the introduction of extensive mechanical handling equip- 
ment and the standardization of models. Compared with a range of 
four separate private motor cars, and four separate commercial 
vehicle chassis produced in 1939, the firm now concentrates on 
producing only the 14 and 2} litre cars, and three commercial vehicle 
chassis ranging from 10 cwt. to 7 tons. 

At Luton, also, are Commer Cars Ltd., the Rootes Group Associate 
Company which includes both Commer and Karrier. Housed in 
some 500,000 square feet, the Commer-Karrier works, which are 
nearing their 50th birthday, have, compared with 1938-39, increased 
deliveries both at home and abroad (for the period 1952-53) by some 
215 per cent. Deliveries overseas of both Commer and Karrier 
vehicles represent shipments to some 119 countries and territories 
throughout the world. 

It has always been the policy of the Rootes Group to have qualified 
men on the spot to deal with particular markets, and last year the 
Production Manager of Commer Cars was sent to Canada to reside 
there to further sales and to keep his finger on the pulse of that 
country’s requirements. The decision to send this executive is 
already bearing fruit. 

The increase in output at the Commer factory has been brought 
about by co-ordinated planning. At the end of the war the whole 
of the Luton factory was re-tooled at a cost running into millions, 
including the introduction of specialized and automatic machine tools. 
Modernization of the conveyor track was given top priority, factory 
production was generally streamlined and plans for future develop- 
ment agreed. 

As the demand for Commer-Karrier products exceeded the Luton 
capacity, it was necessary in 1946 to augment output by taking over a 
war-time Air Ministry factory at Coventry, which was used for 
assembly operations. This has enabled the unit production at Luton 
to be increased materially. 

A decision has been taken this year, however, to consolidate the 
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whole of the commercial vehicle activities in the twin towns of Luton 
and Dunstable. The Dunstable works will be used primarily for 
assembly of units, such as axles, gear boxes and other major sections 
manufactured at Luton. Another feature of the Dunstable factory will 
be the earmarking of a special section devoted to the packing of 
vehicles in C.K.D. (completely knocked down) form for shipping 
overseas, a device which saves valuable cargo space. 


Ball and Roller Bearings 


There is a large output of ball and roiler bearings in the Eastern 
Region at the factories of Hoffman & Co. Ltd., Chelmsford, the 
Skefko Ball Bearing Co. Ltd., Luton, and the Cooper Roller Bearings 
Co. Ltd., King’s Lynn. 

At all these factories there has been an intensive effort since the 
end of the war to meet an almost overwhelming demand from British 
industry, and it is only in recent months that the back-log has been 
reduced. 

The last named firm presents an interesting example of the efforts 
which have been made by British ball and roller bearing companies 
to meet the post-war situation. 

Coopers, who have been manufacturing roller bearings since 1907, 
and have developed the split type of roller bearings, introduced a new 
design in 1950 which is capable of carrying much heavier loads than 
those of pre-war design. Productive capacity at the factory has been 
speeded up by the introduction of new machinery of the most modern 
type and the building of a new forge and a new non-ferrous foundry. 
At present one shop is built to house a precision grinding machine 
designed and manufactured by Coopers with assistance from other 
sections of British industry. ‘This machine on completion will be 
one of the largest of its type in the world. 

On the export side, it has been the policy for the managing director 
personally to investigate new markets and the firm’s products are 
selling in, among other places, the United States and Canada. 


Precision Instruments 


There can hardly be an industrial, professional or commercial 
organization, or even for that matter domestic household, which does 
not have need of some measuring instrument—whether it is to record 
the consumption of fuel or to test the accuracy of a complicated 
electrical circuit. 

Since the war, the demand for the highest possible accuracy in 
measurements of all descriptions has continued to grow—particularly 
in the industrial field. 

While the manufacturers of scientific measuring instruments in the 
Eastern Region are not, with perhaps one exception, large organiza- 
tions, their individual contributions towards the raising of industrial 
techniques and in the field of exports have proportionally been quite 
important. 

One of the largest organizations in this industry in the Region is 
the firm of George Kent Ltd., Luton, where the labour force has 
risen from 1,800 in 1939 to over 3,000. Some idea of the firm’s 
expanding overseas trade can be estimated from the increase in 
exports from a maximum of £150,000 worth in any pre-war year to 
£500,000 in 1952. Since the war the firm has formed subsidiary 
companies in Malaya and Canada, and has considerably expanded its 
sales in South and Central America, Europe, South Africa, and New 
Zealand. 

Among the larger overseas power stations which have been fitted with 
Kent instruments since the war are those at Freemantle and Perth in 
Western Australia, and Taaibos, Kelvin and Salisbury in South 
Africa. 

Some of the post-war designs developed by the firm include a new 
pneumatic process controller, a new type of gas analyzer for percentage 
oxygen, and a whole range of new trade and domestic water meters, 
especially developed for Canadian requirements. 

Most of the instrument companies are comparative newcomers to 
the Region, although some, such as Thomas Mercer Ltd., St. Albans, 
founded in 1858, and the Cambridge Instrument Co. Ltd., established 
in 1880, are among the industry's pioneers. 

Among comparative newcomers is the firm of Evans Electroselenium 
Ltd., Harlow, whose sole manufacture before the war was selenium 
photo-cells. The firm now produces a range of 16 high-standard 
measuring instruments, and a third of the total output is exported. 
Among instruments developed by the firm is the flame photometer, 
used by the medical profession, chemical industry and agriculture 
for measuring sodium and potassium contents. They have also 
produced a densitometer for measuring the density of dust in mines

and a colorimeter for measuring the density of colour. 

Among the smaller firms producing instruments of particular value 
to industry is the Sigma Instrument Co. Ltd., of Letchworth. Output 
of this firm in 1941 was valued at £8,000, while total output at the 
end of this year ig expected to be £350,000—of which approximately 
65 per cent. will have been exported. 

The firm has specialized in developing equipment used for precision 
measuring in the engineering industry. Before the war German and 
Swiss manufacturers had virtually a world monopoly of this type otf 
instrument, but Sigma claim to have developed their.equipment to 
record a finer degree of accuracy than anything produced in any othe: 
country. The firm’s electrical comparators can measure accurately 
to within a millionth of an inch, and can cover a range of components 
from the spindle inside the balance wheel of a watch to a wagon 
wheel. The multi-dimensional comparator is being extensively used 
in this country and America for measuring the various dimensions in 
turbine blades, but a machine measuring a crank-shaft with thirty- 
two dimensions is probably the firm’s outstanding achievement in 
this field. 

The firm of Thomas Mercer Ltd., St. Albans, has a world-wide 
maritime connection and claims to have sold chronometers to shipping 
companies and navies of all countries outside the Iron Curtain since 
the war. Although a comparatively small family concern (the son 
of the man who founded the firm in 1858 is still the Managing 
Director), the firm has fitted its chronometer control system to a high 
proportion of ships launched since the war, and among British ships 
to be fitted with the firm’s system is the new Royal Yacht Britannia. 
Among post-war developments in other fields the firm has marketed 
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a collapsible cylinder bore gauge which has the advantage of rapid 
measurement of bores inaccessible with the traditional type of cylinder 
gauge. Many new gauges have been developed since the war and 
readings range from ‘01 in. to 0005 in. together with suitable equip- 
ment enabling the use of the dials for every measuring purpose. 


Television and Radio 


There would not appear to be any general explanation for the 
location in the Eastern Region of quite a high percentage of Britain's 
television and radio manufacturers, but their presence has undoubtedly 
helped to enrich the economy of the area. 

Four manufacturers of television and radio equipment are situated 
in the Region—Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Co. Ltd., at Chelms- 
ford ; Pye Ltd., at Cambridge ; E. K. Cole Ltd., at Southend-on- 
Sea, and Murphy Radio Ltd., at Welwyn Garden City. 

The post-war development and expansion of television in this 
country has probably been more apparent than in any other industry— 
with the possible exception of the aircraft industry. With the 
probable advent in the future of colour television, and' possibly also 
3-D television, the industry would appear to have room for new 
developments for a long period ahead. 

In the export field, manufacturers of British television equipment 
have been successful in many instances in overcoming American 
competition in introducing television to overseas countries. Much 
of the transmitting equipment sent from this country has been 
manufactured either by Marconi’s or Pye. 

Between 1949 and the middle of 1953 Marconi’s had exported over

three-quarters of a million pounds worth of television equipment to 
countries in North and South America, Europe and the Far East, 
while Pye had been exporters to a number of countries including 
Japan, Belgium and the United States. 

In this country these two firms have provided most of the TV 
transmitting equipment used by the B.B.C. 

One of the outstanding events in the post-war television field has 
been the development of underwater television. This was first used 
successfully by the Royal Navy in connection with the loss of the 
submarine Affray in 1951. Marconi and Pye have supplied television 
sets for the Admiralty which have been successfully used in locating 
underwater objects and in oceanographic research. Marconi’s 
obtained an order for underwater television from the Yugoslav 
Government last year. 

Undoubtedly the most significant day in television was the 
Coronation. ‘The event was not only seen by millions of viewers in 
this country, but by means of telerecording equipment it was possible 
for copies of the television film to be made available for American, 
European and Asiatic countries. ‘The Coronation was also the first 
occasion on which colour television of an outside broadcast was 
attempted in this country. Pye, who had demonstrated the first 
colour television at Radio Olympia in 1949, provided three colour 
cameras, which projected the scene to a children’s hospital. 

Television is now being used to an increasing extent in industry, 
and for instructional purposes. One of the British banks has 
successfully experimented with its use in the checking of signatures 
at a branch ten miles from their head office. It has also been used 
for instructional purposes in schools and in hospitals, particularly in 
the latter instance for showing the actual performance of surgical 
operations to medical students and nurses. 

In sound radio, post-war development has not perhaps been so 
obvious or so rapid, but nevertheless many advances have been made 
in design. It is difficult to single out individual achievements in 
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Injection moulding presses in the thermo-plastics section of 
the Ekco Plastics Division, Southend 


either transmitting or receiving equipment, but one of the most recent 
examples was the provision by Pye of V.H.F. radio equipment for the 
British Everest Expedition last year. The set designed was a six- 
valve transmitter-receiver with crystal control, with a device installed 
for obtaining high amplification from a single valve. 

There has been a concentrated effort by Murphy’s to build up the 
export of radio receivers. Starting from scratch in 1945, the firm’s 
exports have grown rapidly. The firm has investigated each 
overseas market carefully before entering it, and has built specially 
designed receivers to suit the individual requirements of particular 
countries. Since the war, overseas factories have been operated in 
South Africa and India, and there are manufacturing arrangements 
operating in New Zealand, Greece and Eire. 

On the television side, while there are no direct exports of models, 
the firm offer certain overseas countries the benefits of design and 
** know-how,” and royalties are paid for this technical service. 

An illustration of the rapidly expanding state of the firm can be 
appreciated from the fact that in 1939, with 1,250 employees, the total 
factory floor space was 134,000 square feet. At the end of 1952 there 
were 2,600 employees working in an area of 301,000 square feet. 

Another post-war development which is increasingly becoming a 
feature of commercial, industrial and even civic life is the use of 
transmitter-receivers in vehicles. Among users in this field are 
police cars, ambulances, fire tenders, farm tractors, delivery wagons, 
fork-lift trucks in factories, and taxis. There is no doubt that the 
use of radio in these fields has helped greatly to increase the efficiency 
of the various organizations using this method of passing on 
instruction. 


Printing 

The printing trade presents an example of industrial dispersion 
throughout the Region, for some of the highest quality printing in 
the world is to be found at such widely scattered points as. Watford; 
Wisbech, Letchworth, Beccles, Norwich, Cambridge, Ipswich, and 
Dunstable. 

Watford is generally conceded to be the main centre of colour 
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printing in Great Britain, and in 1952 exports (both direct and 
indirect) by Sun Printers, Ltd., amounted to over £1 miilion in value. 

The post-war years have been particularly remarkable for the 
development of machine adaptability, and it is possible for four- 
colour printing to be carried out on high speed machines with cylinders 
of circumferences varying from 32 in. to 50 in. While acknowledging 
the remarkably high standard of American colour printing on 
machines printing to fixed dimensions, Sun Printers contend that for 
flexible colour printing British methods are far in advance of all other 
countries. Sun themselves claim to print more magazines of all 
one and sizes than any other firm in any other country. 

e demand for high quality colour mass production has grown 
rapidly since the war, and rotary presses at the firm are capable of 
producing for colour content magazines 60 page issues at 12,500 copies 
an hour. The necessity for such high speed colour printing can be 
appreciated from the fact that the variety of work ranges from the 
printing of two and a quarter million copies a week of the magazine 
“Woman ” to a few hundred copies of a technical journal. 

There is also a growing demand for high class facsimile work with 
an infinite range covering such a variety of aspects as diseases in 
tropical plants, Wetherby’s Birds, and miniature portrait reproduc- 
tions. ‘The firm estimates that the demand for colour printing is 
now about 2} times greater than it was in 1939 and is constantly 
growing. 


Mechanical Handling 


Widely accepted by industry as an aid to efficiency is mechanical 
handling, although it is only since the end of the war that it has been 
introduced into British industry on a large scale. Most types of 
mechnical handling equipment were, however, known before the war. 

Nearly all types are manufactured in the Eastern Region, although 
only une firm concentrates on this aspect of manufacture as its main 
line of production. 

The firm of Geo. W. King Ltd., of Stevenage, Hertfordshire, have 


Personal Export Scheme 
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been responsible for the fitting of extensive conveyor systems, and 
the installation of a series of hoists and cranes in factories both in 
Britain and overseas. 

A particular feature of the firm is its advisory department, which 
places its experience and advice at the disposal of customers. ‘The 
installation of a mechanical handling system presents individual 
problems in every factory, and the experience gained by the firm in 
this field is very extensive. Among British factories equipped with 
mechanical handling equipment provided by King’s are motor car 
factories, breweries, cotton mills and aircraft factories. 

Overseas—and approximately 30 per cent. of the firm’s output of 
mechanical handling is exported—a particularly extensive system of 
conveyors has been installed in a large South American shoe organiza- 
tion with factories in Buenos Aires, San Paulo and Montevideo. 
Hoists and cranes have been provided in large quantities for Australia 
and South Africa. In Canada, where a joint company has been 
established, sales have increased rapidly and for the first quarter of 
this year were nearly as large as for the whole of 1952. 

Among the manufacturers of fork-lift trucks in the Eastern Region 
are Ransomes, Sims & Jefferies Ltd., Ipswich ; Ransomes & Rapier 
Ltd., Ipswich, and Shelvoke & Drewry Ltd., Letchworth. 

‘The last named firm is a comparative newcomer to the field, having 
in the past concentrated its production largely on vehicles for use 
by municipal corporations. In 1952, however it produced the 
“* freightlifter,”” which was designed specially to deal with heavy work, 
and which has a load capacity of 18,000 lb. The vehicle was an 
immediate success and within a year models had been made for 
export to over a dozen countries. 

Both Ransomes & Rapier Ltd., and Ransomes, Sims & Jefferies 
Ltd., have been manufacturing fork-lift trucks for some years. The 
former has tended to concentrate on the larger vehicles, while the 
latter firm has largely concentrated on the light industrial trucks for 
use inside factories.

Renewed Decline in Value of Sales in Third Quarter 


HE DECLINE in the value of sales to visitors under the Personal 
Exports Scheme which started in the second quarter of 1952, 
and continued uninterrupted until the second quarter of 1953, 
was renewed once more during the third quarter. Sales in this 
quarter amounted to £1,243,000, a decline of 23 per cent. compared 
with a year earlier and of 34 per cent. compared with the figure for 
the third quarter of 1951. The fall was general and sales to visitors 
from each of the areas distinguished were appreciably lower than a 
year earlier. Sales to visitors from the United States (£366,000) fell 


by 17 per cent., from Canada (£52,000) by 21 per cent., from the 
rest of the Western Hemisphere (£136,000) by 33 per cent. and from 
the rest of the Sterling Area (£414,000) by 21 per cent. The greatest 
proportionate fall, however, was in sales to visitors from O.E.E.C. 
countries (£147,000), which were 36 per cent. lower than a year earlier. 


Sales to emigrants, who are also entitled to participate in the scheme, 
also continued to decline, the figure for the third quarter of 1953 
(£86,000) being 26 per cent. lower than a year earlier.

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Token Imports from Canada and 
United States 


THE Token Import Scheme will continue in 1954 for imports from 

Canada and the United States of America. Token Import annual 
quotas will remain at 30 per cent. by value of each manufacturer’s 
average trade in 1936-1938 with the United Kingdom in the 
commodity in question. This is announced in Notice to Importers 
No. 620. 


The consolidated list of commodities which may be imported 
under the Token Import Scheme was issued with Notice to Importers 
No. 418 on December 21, 1950. The Scheme will continue to cover 
these commodities subject to the deletion of certain exceptions (set 
out in the Schedule below), the effect of which is as follows :-— 


(a) Personal and baby scales may now be imported under the 
heading ‘‘ weighing apparatus, etc.” 


(b) There is no restriction on the proportion of the apparel quotas 
which may be used for lace-trimmed garments. 


(c) There is no restriction on the proportion of the fully fashioned 
stockings quotas which may be used for nylon stockings.

German Travel Regulations 


A NOTICE on German travel regulations was published in the 

Board of Trade Journal on Octoder 3, 1953, (page 675), and drew 
attention in particular to certain German travel regulations concern- 
ing repeated visits to the Federal Republic. Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment have now been informed by the German Diplomatic Mission in 
London that these restrictions have been withdrawn ; this means 
that visas will ‘n future be needed only by those taking up employ- 
ment in Germany or intending to stay there longer than three months 


Attention is also drawn to the fact that the concession by the 
Federal German authorities waiving visas for other journeys applies 
to holders of passports bearing on the cover the inscription “British 
Passport” at the top, and at the bottom the inscription “United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland,” or “Jersey,” or 
“Guernsey and its Dependencies,”’ and in which the national status 
is shown as “British Subject” or “British subject ; citizen of the 
United Kingdom, Islands and Colonies.” Such passports include all 
those issued in the United Kingdom (including the Channel Islands) 
and by United Kingdom Consular Officers and Representatives 
abroad. Visas are still required for all journeys to Germany by British 
subjects who hold passports issued in the Colonies or in Protectorates. 
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Imports of Prunes from the 
United States 


NOTICE to Importers No. 585 (see Board of Trade Journal on 

September 12, 1953, page 522) described the general arrangements 
for the import of dried fruit including prunes, but statéd that no deci- 
sion had then been taken about imports from dollar sources. As 
announced by the Minister of Food on December 9, 1953, arrange- 
ments have now been made under the provisions of Section 550 of the 
Mutual Security Act for the import of a limited quantity of prunes 
from the United States. 

The Board of Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 622 
that imports of prunes originating in and consigned from the United 
States will be permitted under specific licence as described below. 

'T’o ensure wide distribution of these imported prunes, the Ministry 
of Food has already notified first-hand distributors that they may 
themselves apply for a licence to import them up to a specified value, 
or, alternatively, that they may ask importers to import prunes to that 
value on their behalf. ‘The value notified to each first-hand distribu- 
tor is based on the unit voucher entitlement he held under the 
Ministry’s scheme for distributing dried fruit. 

First-hand distributors who decide to import direct from the 
United States packers or exporters should send their licence applica- 
tion on Form I.L.B./A direct to the Dried Fruit and Edible Nut 
Division, Ministry of Food, Great Westminster House, Horseferry 
Road, London, 8.W.1. Each application should be accompanied by 
documentary evidence that the distributor has firm offers of United 
States prunes not exceeding in total the value notified to them. It 
should reach the Ministry of Food as early as possible and not later than 
January 12, 1954. 

Importers who are asked by first-hand distributors to import 
prunes on their behalf should also send their licence application to 
reach the same address not later than January 12, 1954. In this case 
each application should be accompanied by : 


(a) a copy of the order each first-hand distributor has placed with 
him on the basis of the authorization received from the Ministry 
of Food ; 

(b) documentary evidence that the importer has firm offers of 

prunes from United States exporters or packers up to the value 

of the import licence or licences for which he is applying ; 

an undertaking that any prunes imported under a licence issued 

in response to his applications will be used to meet the orders, 

copies of which are attached to his applications.

Imported Processed Cheese 


RESTRICTIONS on the size of pack in which processed cheese 
(excluding processed cheese of rationed varieties) may be imported 
from certain countries without separate licences are to be removed 
in January 1954. Sales in this country will be free of price control. 

At present this processed cheese may be imported only when 
packed in portions weighing not more than 8 oz. net. Details of the 
amendment to the import licensing arrangements will be issued shortly 
by the Board of Trade in a notice to importers.

The total of clearances (4-2 million tons) 
was, on a daily average basis, 3 per cent. lower than in October but 
13 per cent, higher than in November 1952.

The Nigeria Handbook 


The Nigeria Handbook is published by the Crown Agents for the 
Colonies, 4 Millbank, London, S.W.1, on behalf of the Government 
of Nigeria. Copies are obtainable, price 15s. (by post 16s.), from the 
Crown Agents, or from The Government Printer, Lagos, Nigeria. 
The book is illustrated with pictures, maps, and diagrams, some in 
colour, and there are five coloured maps included in a back pocket of 
the volume. The 339 pages give detailed information about the 
country, ranging from an outline of its history, through chapters on 
wild life, art, sports, the constitution and machinery of government, 
trade, commerce, and banking, law, education, public health and 
many other facets of Nigeria’s life. ‘The volume is handsomely 
bound, and a note on the cover explains that a poisonous insecticidal 
solution has been used in the binding. 


Directoryjof the]Manchester Chamber of Commerce 


The Manchester Chamber of Commerce, Ship Canal House, King 
Street, Manchester, 2, have issued the 1953-4 edition of their 
Directory (price 10s.) which contains a message from the Lord Mayor 
of Manchester welcoming the publication of this first post-war issue. 
A brief editorial is followed by an alphabetical list of 5,000 members 
of the Chamber, giving trade descriptions, addresses and telephone 
numbers, and a classified trade index, comprising 13,000 entries 
under one thousand main headings. This is interspersed with 
advertisements, and the whole book presents a useful Buyers’ Guide 
to firms in the Manchester area. 


Commonwealth Stocktaking 


Though much literature regarding overseas production and trade 
is now published by Governmental and other bodies, including the 
United Nations, the author of ‘‘ Commonwealth Stocktaking ” feels 
that the volume and diversity of such literature in matter and presenta- 
tion make it difficult to ascertain quickly the outstanding facts in 
respect of each product in correlated form, i.e. in comparable terms of 
volume and value. The present book aims to clarify the situation 
commodity by commodity. It is a survey of the resources, production 
and trade of the Commonwealth in a wide range of those essential 
basic products on which the superstructure of industry and commerce 
is maintained, and of the financial position and general economic 
situation within the integral countries. The publishers are 
Butterworths Scientific Publications Ltd., 88 Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and the price is 35s. (by post, 26s.). 


Second Issue of “ Economic Trends” 


The second number of “‘ Economic Trends ”’ is on sale at H.M.

This economic digest was first put on sale to the public with the 
November issue. 

The format of ‘ Economic Trends” is as far as possible visual, 
and its contents are reduced to the necessary minimum of key indices. 
Each statistical table is illustrated by a series of charts covering the 
different series in the table and emphasis is placed on enabling the 


reader to see at a glance how the various economic series are moving. 
At the same time the actual figures from which the charts are drawn 
are given below each chart in sufficient detail to enable the reader to 
evaluate the size of the movements shown in the charts. 

A few minutes study of the pages of graphs gives a clear picture 
of the employment and manpower situation ; the development of 
industrial production generally and in various industries ; consump- 
tion and stocks of raw materials ; changes in prices, wages and 
earnings ; bank deposits and advances ; company profits and 
dividends ; and overseas trade.

Trades Index for the British Commonwealth 


The 1953 edition of ‘ British Empire Trades Index” (Business 
Dictionaries Ltd., 133-7 Fetter Lane, London, E.C.4, 30s. including 
postage) is a classified trades list of principal business houses in the 
British Commonwealth and United Nations, with their cable and postal 
addresses, and telephone numbers. Its aim is to facilitate and 
expedite the interchange of commerce between the various units within 
the Commonwealth and buyers and sellers in other countries who 
desire to trade with the Commonwealth and United Nations. The 
five sections into which the index is divided are: a classified trades 
list of manufacturers, producers and distributors ; an alphabetical 
list of all firms in the first-named section, with cross reference to the 
numbered classification under which their entries appear ;_ trade 
marks and brands of firms, arranged alphabetically ; overseas cable 
addresses ; and the United Nations section. 


O.E.E.C, Country Surveys 


Three new Surveys, now available from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 2s. each (by post 
2s. 2d.) form part of a series prepared by O.E.E.C. on the economic 
situation in each of the Member Countries, the United States, and 
Canada. The titles are ‘‘ Economic Conditions in the United 
States,” ‘‘ Situation et Problemes de l’Economie Francaise,’’ and 
** Situation et Problemes de l’Economie des Pays du Benelux ” (the 
first-named is written in English, the other two in French). Further 
surveys will be published shortly, and will include an English edition 
of the Survey of France. 


O.E.E.C, Report on Phosphatic Fertilizers 


** Sulphuric Acid and the Manufacture of Phosphatic Fertilizers ” 
is the title of a new report compiled by a Working Party appointed by 
the O.E.E.C. Sub-Committee for Scientific Research and Technical 
Development to study methods for saving sulphuric acid in the 
production of phosphate fertilizers. ‘The report outlines the principal 
methods used in Member Countries for the manufacture of alternative 
phosphate fertilizers. It gives an indication of the raw materials 
and services required, and processes which have reached the industrial 
stage are described. A few processes which are only in the labora- 
tory or semi-industrial stage have also been included. Copies of the 
Report are available from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, price 8s. 6d. (by post 8s, 9d.). 
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URING the last fifty years, Texas has been transformed from one 

of the poorest into one of the richest states in the Union. This is 

due to the development of the oil fields, which have attracted 
industry from the East, largely organic chemicals. ‘There is also a 
steady flow into Texas of industries of every kind, including secondary 
ones, While the official figure for Texas per capita income ($1,412 
in 1951) is still well below the average for the whole country, it has 
risen faster in recent years than that of any other State and continues 
to rise. 

It is pertinent, therefore, to point to the opportunities offered to 
United Kingdom exporters in this vast and prosperous area. 

Texas has an area of 267,500 sq. miles, as compared with 93,000 
sq. miles which is the area of Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
The population of Great Britain and Northern Ireland is approximately 
50,000,000, as compared with a population of just over seven million 
in Texas—i.e., Texas, with an area nearly three times as large as 
Great Britain, has a population one-seventh of that of Great Britain. 

The main port serving this area is the port of Houston, which has 
facilities for loading and discharging general cargoes and which, in 
1952, cleared the second largest tonnage of any port in the United 
States. Freight rates from the United Kingdom to Houston are the 
same as the rates to New York. 

The main cities in Texas are Houston, with a population of approx- 
imately 700,000, Dallas 615,000, San Antonio 407,000 and Fort 
Worth 277,000. Houston and Dallas are the distribution centres 
for the cities in East Texas, which comprise a population of 3,600,000, 
or over half the total population of Texas. Dallas is the main centre 
for the distribution of the dry goods trade in Texas. Houston is more 
the distribution centre of machinery, grains, fertilizers and the centre of 
oil and chemical works. The Gulf Coast and the Rio Grande Valley 
are covered from Houston, whilst Forth Worth and Dallas cover the 
Panhandle and northern parts of West Texas. The third largest 
city in Texas is San Antonio, which has its own customs “ free zone,” 
is the distribution centre for the Rio Grande Valley and is a centre 
through which a great deal of trade flows into Mexico. 

Texas enjoys a semi-tropical climate. For at least seven months 
a year the temperature runs at about 90 degrees Fahrenheit with a 
humidity running around 85 per cent. The winter is generally mild, 
although the Panhandle and West Texas experience cold snaps. The 
distance from Houston to El Paso in West Texas is approximately 
900 miles, the distance by road from Land’s End to John o’Groats. 


Points for the U.K. Exporter to Consider 


Apart from the cities of Houston, San Antonio, Dallas and Fort 
Worth, very little is known in Texas about foreign imports and very 
few merchants outside those cities import direct from abroad. Indeed, 
it is only comparatively recently that these four cities have themselves 
shown interest in importing from abroad, but to-day there is a growing 
desire to import direct from foreign countries, especially through the 
port of Houston. For the exporter in Great Britain desirous of ex- 
porting to the Texas market it might be as well to concentrate at first 
on these four main centres, but he would be well advised to bear in 
mind the following points. 

A survey is advisable (and in this the Consulate-General at Houston 
and the Consulate at Dallas can be of assistance) to determine whether 
or not there is a demand for a particular product in Texas. If, after 
a careful analysis of the market, there would appear to be reasonable 
prospects of entering the market, a representative of the exporting 
firm should be prepared to visit Texas. ‘The importing business is 
still one of pioneer work in Texas, and would-be importers are still 
apprehensive about placing orders direct with firms in Great Britain 
without previous personal contact.

Texas Transformed into a Developing Market 
for British Exports

and large merchant houses allot a budget to their buyers for seasonal 
merchandize buying. If a representative of a British firm arrives 
in between one of these buying periods, however good the quality of 
the goods and however competitive in price, it often turns out that 
no funds are available for purchasing. Representatives of British 
firms, especially in the furnishing and dry goods trades, would do well 
to check local custom in their particular markets before undertaking 
the journey. Again, the Consulates are available to help. 

Exporters from Great Britain of light- and medium-weight machinery 
are much more likely to succeed in finding a market if they can offer 
demonstrations. Recently, a British firm interested in appointing an 
agent for the distribution of a machine to repair diesel nozzles, arrived 
with the machine set up in a small truck to give demonstrations. This 
approach was well received and three offers were made by firms 
anxious to act as distributor. Similarly, a British firm seeking to 
appoint agents for the distribution of an electrical hobby carpentering 
set arrived with a set which was easy to set up and demonstrate, and 
with a price structure which allowed quotations to be made in dollars 
laid down in Houston, including duty. Here also there was no diffi- 
culty in appointing an agent. ‘The Texan likes to see, study and test 
a machine before taking on a distributorship. He is wary of taking 
on a distributorship from information supplied in a pamphlet. 


Replacements and Spare Parts 


Exporters from Great Britain of any form of machinery must be 
prepared to face the problem of replacements and spare parts. Lists 
should be drawn up showing all parts likely to be required with prices 
c.i.f. Houston in dollars, if possible, with duty paid, and consideration 
should be given as to how best the problem of repairs and maintenance 
can be carried out. ‘The problem of repairs and maintenance is all- 
important to a distributor and all-important to a customer. 

Exporters must be prepared to quote delivery dates and to ensure 
shipment to arrive in Houston within the dates required by the 
importer. In many cases a month’s delay would mean the loss of the 
market. 

Exporters of commodity goods should examine the possibility of 
holding stocks in the United States so as to be able to meet repeat 
orders promptly. 

Exporters would be well advised, wherever practical, to appoint 
agents and distributors in Houston or Dallas rather than rely on agents 
in New York or in Eastern cities. New York agents are ellen unable 
to visit Texas, and consequently a good prospective market for many 
types of British goods often goes by default. 

Broadly speaking, provided price and delivery dates are competitive, 
and the merchandize is suitable and available at the right time for this 
market, exporters can sell. But the goods must be suitable and avail- 
able, and on this point an exporter should always bear in mind the 
difference in appreach to merchandizing methods in the United States 
and Great Britain. For example, the atumn fashions are on or 
in the stores in Houston at the beginning of July when there are sti 
three full months of extreme heat before autumn clothes can be worn. 
Here are a few general hints which should be borne in mind by 
exporters. 

Very low-priced articles (say, an article priced at $1.50 or $2.00 
c.i.f. Houston) are difficult to market in Texas as there are very few 
distributors who cover the whole State. Low-priced articles, in order 
to succeed, are best distributed through national chains. 

Most supermarkets prefer to buy through importers rather than to 
import direct. In this area as there are not many importers of 
“ fancy foods,” the outlet for such speciality foodstuffs through super- 
markets is limited. Although there are “ fancy food stores” which 
do import direct, their purchases are for their own account and not for 
resale to other retailers. If, therefore, speciality foodstuffs are to be 
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sold in bulk to the supermarkets this must be done through an 
importing firm that holds stocks. 


Goods to sell in this market must be what the public require ; 
the Texan will not buy an article just because it is well made and of 
foreign origin. Indeed, taste varies very much in various regions of 
‘Texas. Goods should always be properly packaged. ‘The importer, 
distributor and retail house are always in keen competition and 
to be able to compete they must display articles in an attractive manner 
and attractively packaged. 

British exporters, with established representation in the United 
States and desirous of increasing generally their sales in this country, 
will no doubt consider participation in national trade fairs. Where, 
however, a United Kingdom exporter wishes to develop specially the 
sale of his goods in Texas he could also consider participation in the 

ropriate local convention or show at which the trade puts on a 
display of its latest merchandize. 


There are markets in Texas for a wide variety of British goods. 
There is a steady demand for sporting and camping goods all of kinds, 
i.e., hunting knives, tents, stoves, golf clubs, golf balls, guns, rifles 
and fishing tackle. Fabrics and carpeting are much in demand, and 
furniture of the ranch type. British electrical equipment has a high 
reputation and the electrical trade is always willing to give full con- 
sideration and study to advances and developments by British in- 
dustry. This is particularly true of high-fidelity sound-recording 
equipment. 

There is also a demand for bone china, high-grade light-weight 
woollens, English light-weight suitings, hand power tools, agricultural 
and garden goods and seeds—to mention only a few items. Repre- 
sentatives of exporting houses in Great Britain must be prepared to 
visit Texas with samples, but should first make sure that there is a 
demand. The Texan welcomes visitors from Great Britain and 
business is far more likely to result from personal contact than by 
correspondence, ‘Texas is the market of tomorrow.

Anglo-Finnish Trade Talks 


PISCcuUsSSIONS with a Finnish delegation about trade between 
the United Kingdom and Finland in 1954 were concluded in Lon- 
don on December 23.

Sweden and Hungary 


ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Budapest has reported that
